These men proceed to 
inspect the cleaner, alw ays find some­ 
thing wrong with it, tell the woman 
that it must be shipped back to Hie 
factory, at no expense to her. for re­ 
pairs. These men give Hr* woman a 
receipt which reads, "Received, one 
vacuum cleaner,” and t Ii a t is the list 
ever heard of the cleaner.
